20 seasoned statesmen, hand-pickec 
for his "salvation ministry," concen- 
trated on plans to end the disorders 


One of their first acts, however, was 


directed at foreign relations. 
They 


set up a directorship of four men, 
headed by the premier, to handle 
foreign affairs swiftly and vigorous- 
ly, and to strike hard against the 
possibility of a German union with 
Austria.

Fresh Outbreak 


IJA.RIS, France. — Gunfire .spurted 


anew Friday night in" the wdrking 
quarter of Paris where Communists 
battled police, set fire to two churches 
and besieged public buildings. 


A policeman was gravely injured. 


Twenty-two others 
were 
seriously 


hurt and nearly 1,000 less seriously, 
some of them struck by bullets. Eight 
hundred were arrested as bands of 
shouting men ran through the dis- 
trict, smashing windows and looting 
stores. 


The rioters, demonstrating against a 


"wave of Fascism," enticed police to 
side streets where 
women 
hurled 


flower pots upon the struggling masses 
from upstairs windows. 


The working class district near the 


Place de la Republique—a mile square 
in area—as thrown into an uproar. 


The churches of St. Joseph and St. 


Ambrose were set afire. The big and 
new East railroad station was sacked 
and the North station was besieged. 
The neighborhood of the city hall was 
beleaguered. 


Stone pavements were torn up to 


build barricades and for ammunition. 


The fierce fighting began with a 


Communist attempt to march on the 
Place de la Republique for a demon- 
stration ot break "Fascism."

Cast on Doumergue had formed a cab- i 
inet and called upon the populace to j 
renounce agitation and place "the in- j 
(rest of France and the republic above 
all else." 


Seven persons were hurt in the 


first clash. While officers' ranks were 
being reinforced the crowd also gain- 
ed new members, until it was estimat- 
ed to number 
10,000, 
and 
surged 


through the Belleville and Menilmon- 
tant sections. 


At least 1.500 manifestants started 


marching toward the place de la Rc- 
publquc 
along 
the 
Boulevard du 


Temple where police up to that point 
had managed to keep the crowd scat- 
tered. 


Communists surged into the work- 


ers' neighborhoods along the east side 
of Puris. They chanted the Interna- 
tionale as they ran and fought. 


Police said the Communists opened 


fire when officers tried to disperse 
them. 


Pistol shots greeted every squad of 


police reinforcements, and many po- 
lice fell under the hail of bullets or 
were set upon and furiousy kicked. 


Many foreigners were arrested, but 


it was believed none were Americans. 


The police stopped mass movements 


of the rioters by erecting barricades. 


Prefect Sibour said that police, al- 


though worn out by the week's dis- 
orders which already had 
coat 15 


lives, were "still without pity" toward 
"hoodlums whose depredations curse 
such demonstrations." 


Thousands of police massed upon 


the disturbed area in the northeast 
section of the city and used their 
guns freely. 


Doumerf-'ue brought together a group 


of political enemies pledged to restore 
order.

WASHINGTON.— (/P) —The govern- 


ment late Friday took the business of 
flying mail from all the 12 concerns 
with which it held domestic contracts 
and ordered the agency which first 
flew it, the army, to again take up 
the work. 


The blanket abrogation of contracts, 


effective February 19, followed pres- 
entation to President Roosevelt of evi- 
dence gathered by a senate commit- 
tee in a long drawn study of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the letting 
of the contracts during previous Re- 
publican administrations. 


Mr. Roosevelt instructed Postmaster 


General Farley to end the contracts 
and immediately issued an executive 
order placing the army Air Service 
at the disposition of the Postoffice 
Department. He also arranged with 
Secretary Roper to make available* to 
the army mail ships all landing fields 
under the regulation of the Commerce 
Department.

WHO? Single persons who hnrl 


net income of $1,000 or more tor 
gross income of $5,000 or more, 
and married couples who had net 
income of $2,500 or more or grosA 
income of $5.000 or more must file 
returns.

gins January 1 and ends March 15,

Deduction for Business Expenses 
Deductions for business expenses 


form a large item in Ihe return of 
many taxpayers and must have cer- 
tain qualities to bo allowed. Such de- 
duction must be for an expenditure 
in connection with the maintenance 
and operation of the taxpayer's bus- 
iness or business properties; it must 
be an ordinary expense and it must 
be a necessary expense. In insisting 
upon the 
latter 
qualifications, the 


Bureau of Internal Revenue is up- 
held by the Board of Tax Appeals 
and the courts. Ordinary and neces- 
sary expenses are only those which 
are usually nnd essential in the case 
of similar taxpayers, "and do not 
include extraordinary 
and 
nones- 


senlial expenses." 


Typical 
business 
expenses of a 


mercantile establishment are amounls 
paid for advertising, hire 
of clerks 


and other employees, rent, light, heat, 
water, .s-tntionery, stamps, telephone, 
property insurance, and delivery ex. 
ponses. 


The expenses of a manufacturing 


business include labor, supplies, re- 
pairs, light and heat, power, selling 
cost, administration, and other similar 
charges. 


The farmer may deduct all amounts 


paid in the production, 
harvesting, 


and marketing of 
crops, 
including 


labor, cost of seed and fertilizer used, 
cost of minor repairs to farm build- 
ings (other than his dwelling), and 
Email tools used up in the course of 
a year or two. A taxpayer may con- 
duct more than 
one. business and

circles which they choose to frequent. 
A renewal of courtly etiquette might 
diminish greatly the splendor in which 
some of these titled folks now move 
among the great dcmoncratlc popu- 
lation of France, 
There are many 


titles which no Bourbon would recog- 
nize—Napoleonic titles, for instance, 
sprinkled with lavish. Corsicfln gen. 
erosity among the First Emperor's 
own relatives; 
distributed 
further- 


more by the little emperor, Louis- 
Napoleon sixty-odd years ago. 


How deep popular enthusiasm for 


the restoration goes in a question. -For 
years the whole burden of royalist 
propaganda in France has been car- 
ried on the sturdy and very competent 
shoulders of two decided commoners 
—Leon Daudet and Charles Maurras, 
whose royalist daily. "1'Action Fran- 
caisc" is perhaps the most brilliantly 
written, certainly the most diverting 
of any Paris newspaper. 


Tho claim of the Due de Guise to 


the crown of France is based on the 
fact that he is a lineal descendant of 
Louis IX (Saint Louis) and of Henri 
IV, not lo mention Louis XIII and the 
granddaddy of all the French kings, 
Hugh Capet. 


Less mention is made 
of Ihe fact 


that ho is also a lineal descendant of 
that other Bourbon, Philippe, 
Due 


d'Orleans, who took the name of Phil- 
ippe Egalite during the Revolution, 
voted for the death of his relative 
Louis XVI on the guillotine, and has 
since been known to history as the 
Regicide. 


Equality was never a strong point 


with the House of France and, no 


I doubt, the little slip of the elder 
j Philippe has long since been passed 


over as an unfortunate family com- 
plication best forgotten. Certainly in 
recent years .no aspirant Bourbon has 
taken any chances of mingling any 
unequal blood With his and thus di- 
minishing the puro strain of the royal 
line. But the direct lino from the 
great Louise XIV has got more or less- 
tangled, and recent pretenders have 
been no more than great-Breat-grand- 
nephcws of the SunJCing. His pred- 
ecessor in the job was the 
Due 


d'Orleans, whose title if he had reign- 
ed would have been Philippe VIII. 


The career of the Due d'Orleans, 


who was born in England, was a suc- 
cession of mishaps 
from 
the time 


when he was accused of 
displaying 


untoward agitation because a spent 
buckshot hit him in the nose at a 
British schooling party. 


After a pseudo-heroic effort to en- 


list as a common soldier in the French 
army which landed him in jail (wher| 
he entertained lavishly) he was mixed 
up in a divorce suit, fell in love 
with an opera singer which cost him 
the hand of one bride-to-be, married 
another titled lady, and 
promptly 


went off on a big-game hunt. Many 
years later he tried to annul the mar- 
riage on the score that the Arch- 
duchess Dorothea of Austria had nev- 
er born him a son. Failing, he cut 
her off in his will, and died in 192G. 


With this example of how not lo 


act, the present pretender, the Due 
de Guise, is a very different type, His 
mother and father both were Bour, 
bons, cousins descending from King 
Louise-Philippe. 
Since lie was not 


in direct line to the throne, he was 


visit.' to France of the wife of a pre- 
tender, tbe'Dulchess of Guise is fre- 
quently seen in Paris. A gracious 
nnd charming Jady, she visits the old 
.nobility and learns from them the 
progress of the cause. A few years 
ago a little colip d'etat of her own 
was arranged for her. It was the oc- 
casion of the unveiling of the Joan 
of Arc statue beside the Tuileries, At 
a certain point in 
the 
procession, 


when a group of royalists was march- 
ing past, the Duchess was suddenly 
seen upon n balcony of a nearby hotel. 
Thereupon, royalist cheers rose in the 
heart of Paris. 


Tlie Duke, according to his friends, 


has two pastimes, apart from his in- 
terest in his estate. One is the study 
of military uniforms. He is, it is re- 
ported, capable of describing in de- 
tail the dress uniform, of virtually 
every regiment that has served in 
France within the memory of man. 


His second 
pastime is the tam- 


bourine, which it is said he plays with 
great effect and pleasure to himself, 
in solitude.

Is Stunning Blow 


Officials of mail and passenger-car- 


rying lines were stunned 
by the 


sweeping order of the government. Of- 
ficials of one company that operates 
through the capital declared "this will 
mean that we're all washed up." They 
said they would be unable to operate 
their system solely on the income 
from passenger carrying. 


They expressed a belief that the or- 


der would mean virtually complete 
paralysis of their air passenger traffic 
pending resumption of mail flying 
by private companies. 


Tlie government has paid to airmal 


companies $82,319,000 in the last five 
years. This cost to the government, 
however, was reduced by the ?S4,453,- 
000 the Postoffice Department received 
from the public for airmail stamps. 


Putting the army fliers into the 


mail-carrying field was described as 
a temporary expedient to serve until 
new companies bid and receive con- 
tracts for the work. The present air- 
mail companies can not under the 
law bid for the contracts for five 
yeas.
